Fore* Belief Colors Influence 


Health 


In a certain section of the country 


people believe there Will be much sick- 
ness if the first butterfly they see in 
the spring is yellow, but that there will 
be health and happiness if the first 
butterfly is white. This, of course, is 
a superstition without any basis in 
science—a superstition that is includ- 
ed in what psychologists call color 
magic. 


There has always been a supersti- 


tious use of color in connection with 
astrology. Most astrologists, who give 
people horoscopes, tell them not only 
the stars that are likely to be bene- 
ficial to them but also the colors, be- 
cause each of the stars is supposed 
to have not only a number but also 
a favorte color. 


For instance, in times of sickness 


these people Believe that it will make 
a lot difference if they happen to 
be sleeping in a red room or in a 
blue one. There are hospitals which 
have decorated their walls with cer- 
tain colors because it was the belief 
that some colors were stimulating to- 
ward health. There is no Scientific 
evidence to show that any one color 
is any more beneficial for health than 
another. 


Back in the early part of the last 


rentury, experts tried to classify co- 
ors according to various sensations, 
so th&t red nieant love, scarlet meant 
anger, bright red meant courage or 
confidence and light yellow meant com 
mon sense. Other authors—even spe- 
cialists in diseases of the eye— insisted 
that yellow and gold were intellectual: 
freen,, utilitarian; red, sensual, and 
blue, spiritual. \Vhite is almost invar- 
iably associated with purty, cleanli- 
ness and highly moral qualities. 


The facts about color are only now 


beginning to be determined; yet we 
stil labide by many of the beliefs of 
the past, even in choosing certain 
colors for certain purposes. Thus red 
is always a danger signal by common 
consent; green a "go" ahead signal, and 
yellow a matter of doubt. Quite re- 
cently it has been found that black 
on a yellow field is more easily seen 
than any other combination so that 
it is likely that stop signs will some 
day be made of this combination. 


Presumablyv<-the -yellow butterfly in 


the spring was associated with sick- 
ness, because the jaundice that used 
to be a significant sign of a disord- 
ered digestion, or what Was commonly 
called liver trouble, gave the patient 
3 yellow tinge.

:t. 
Dr. A. C. Miller, prominent Little 


Hock churchman who was re-elec'atl 
president of the league, said objectives 
of the proposed act were to "make 
the local option law plainer ;md more 
reasonable." 


"The present law is very difficult to 


understand and very unreasonable in 
its requirement that petitions bear 
signatures of 35 per cent of the quali- 
fied voters," Dr. Miller said. 
"The 


constitution provides that only 15 per 
cent of the voters must sign petitions 
for initiated nets and we do not think 
tho liquor law should set up a higher 
percentage than is provided in the 
constitution."

tory, the period of the soverign states. 
As we used to say in the eighties 
with ever increasing 
truth:' "We 


are in an age of transition." Now 
we get some measure of the acute- 
ness of the transition. It is a phase 
of human life which may lead, as I 
am trying to show, either to a new 
way of liuing for our species or else 
to a longer or briefer degringolade 
of violence, misery, destruction, death 
and the extinction of mankind . . 


That is the issue before us. It is 


no small affair of parlor politics we 
have (o consider. As I write, in this 
moment, thousands of people are being 
killed, wounded, hunted, tormented, 
ill-trailed, delivered up to the most 
intolerable and hopeless anxiety, and 
destroyed mentally and morally, and 
there is nothing in .sight ut present 
to arrest this spreading process. It 
is coming for you and yours at a 
great pace. Plainly in sa far as-we are 
rational foro-seeing creatures there is 
nothiiur for any of us now but to 
make this world-peace problem the 
ruling interest and direction of our 
lives. If we run away from it, it will 
pursue and get us. We have to face 
't . . . . or be destroyed.

Writer Who Spends His Time 


Whipping Up Thrillers

HOLLYWOOD—Life is a mystery to 


Leslie Charteris; in fast, it's one mys- 
tery after another. If he isn't writing 
one, he's reading one to see how the 
other whodunnit experts are faring. 


None of them is faring any better 


than this prolific wonder-boy, who 
at 32 has whipped up 21 books in his 
"Saint" series. His first work, a poem 
was publised when he was 7, and his 
first book at 17. For a few years after 
that, he concentrated on young-love 
fiction, but since hitting on the idea 
of the mystery-detecting Saint he has 
done nothing else. 


Five of Charteris' stories have been 


made into movies by RICO, and a sixth 
is in production now. Since coming 
to Hollywood he has found it easier to 
write the scenario first, then polish it 
into a book. 


"That's why people. exclam, 'Isn't 


it amazing how closely the picture fol- 
lows the book!' " he said. "The pic- 
ture we're making now, The Saint 
Takes Over,' will be published soon. 
Incidentally, I didn't write that title; 
I still can't figure out what it is that 
the Saint lakes over." 


Another minor mystery, to him, is 


why he's being paid to help with film- 
ing the story. I asked what bo does, 
and he said, "Nothing. I just hover 
around and get in everyone's way." 


Uses Monocle to Glare at 


People 


Charteris is fall, well tanned nnd 


wears glasses while doing his hovering. 
But when he sits down to talk he re- 
moves the glasses and inserts a mon- 
ocle, looking very forbidding and 


British. He's British, all right, but 
not austere; says he really needs the 
monocle, an dbesides it's good for glar- 
ing at people. 


He declare dthat he never makes his 


fiction character do anything that he 
can't do himself. Before writing "Saint 
Overboard," he rented a diver's out- 
fit and did some sea-bottom exploring. 
Then he was perfectly ciiifident in'de- 
scribing the Saint's diving adventures. 
While writing "The. Avenging Saint," 
which dealt With flying, the author 
learned to fly. 


If he hasn't already Taeen there, 


Charteris also visits the locale of each 
story. But there are few places to 
which he hasn't been. He went around 
the world three times, an dalso spent 
18 months traveling by car and trail- 
er from north to south and coast to 
coast of America. 
"I was born in 


Singapore, of a middle-class, non- 
amazing family," he said. "They all 
disapprove of my writing 
mystery 


stories —at least until I begin making 
money at it."

I asked about his writing formula 


and routine. He explained: "I start 
with the first word of line 1, page 1, 
and carry on from there. I never make 
an outline and I never rewrite a story. 
The way it comes from the typewriter 
the first time is the way the publisher 
or the studio gets it.

I must say thnt I write hon- 


estly. That is, I don't cheat the plot 
by going back and pultin gin things 
to get my characers out of tight 
places." 


His books run about 80,000 words.
